/jnbulance  Facilities; 

Accrington  Sc  Oswaldtv/istlo  .ambulances  •^re  available  for  non- 
infectious  cases,  and  accident  cases.  For  infectious  cases,  an 
ambulance  is  arranged  for  as  required.  The  Blackburn  Union  ajnbulance 
is  always  available  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  to  Q,uecn’ s Park 
Hospital. 

Hospital  Accommodation: 

For  smallpox  •«  joint  with  Oswaldtwistle  Urban  District  Council, 

For  other  infectious  dise.ases  - arranged  with  Bl.ackburn,  Darwen 
and  Burnley  Corporations  as  required. 

The  agToeinont  with  Osv/aldtwistle  Council  in  regard  to  the 
Smallpox  Hospital  is  an  annual  retaining  fee  of  £5»5,0.  per  1,000 
population.  Three  beds  being  retained  for  Church,  In  addition  to 
the  retaining  fee,  the  following  maintenance  charges  arc  made:-

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REPORT  OF  TliE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1944

The  following  is  a brief  report  of  the  duties  carried  out 
during  the  year,  ' ^ .

Public  Cleansing  & Salvage: 

This  service  was  carried  out  successfully  during ^the  year. 

Two  horse-drawn  vehicles  were  used  for  the  collection  of  household 
refuse  and  salvage,  which  collection  is  made  once  weekly, 

A permit  was  obtained  from  the  Ministry  of  War  Transport  to 
purchase  a Karrior  Bantam  Refuse  Collection  vehicle.  A vehicl©  was 
ordered  to  be  delivered  at  some  time  during  the  early  months  of  1945, 

Owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  transport,  it  has  been  necess- 
ary to  arrange  for  ‘the  salting  of  roads  to  be  carried  out  by  Accring- 
ton Cleansing  Department,  However,  a salting  and  gritting  machine 
has  now  been  purGhasQ.d,  -which  will  be  attached  to  the  Karrier  Bantam 
vehicle.  This  will- enable  the  Council  to  carry  out  its  own  salting 
and  gritting  in  future, 

CouMuncal  food  bins  are  placed  on  the  streets  for  the 
reception  of  kitchen  waste,  these  bins  being  emptied  bi-weekly  by 
Accrington  Corporation,  vjho  then  cook  the  food  before  it  is  re-sold. 

Disused  petrol  tins  are  used  as  receptacles  for  bones.
